“The Hull commission met this morn- 
ing in the ministry of foreign affairs, and’ 
again this afternoon, in order to pro- 
ceed to a final examination of the report 
recapitulating its conclusions. The re- 
port is rather long, compfMsing about ten 
large pages. The principal author is] 
Admiral Von Spaur, Austrian, but all! 
the members of the commission collabo- | 
rated in drawing it up. The commission | 
gives no opinion on the question of ihe 
presence or absence of Japanese torpedo | 
boats in the North sea, declaring merely | 
that the Russian admiral legitimately be- ; 
lieved that his squadron was endangered, | 
and that he had the right under the cir- 
cumstances, to act as he did. The com-' 
missioners refer to the Russian govern- | 
ment’s engagements to indemnify the 
victims of the deplorable incident. 

Report Goes to Government. : 

“The report will be sent tomorrow by | 
special messengers to the» Russian and | 
British governments, not because it is; 
subject to modifications at the instance 
of one or the other of the governments, 
the commission’s decision being without | 
appeal, but the commissioners do _ not 
wish the powers interested to learn | 
through the press of the last public sit- 
tings and the conclusions reached. There | 
is nothing in this prelilmnary communi- | 
cation or report except an act of defer- | 
ence.”’

“Among Washington's maxims which 
he bequeathed to his countrymen were 
the two following: ‘Observe good faith 
and justice towurd al] nations,’ and ‘To 
be prepared for war is the most effective 
means to promote peace.’

The celebrated bank of Americus case, 
wherein creditors of that long defunct 
institution sought to recover in proceed- 
ings brought against former stockholders 
under a specia] liability clause in the 
bank’s charter, was heard here today, 
Judge Spence . presiding. <A formidable 
array of lawyers, representing the bar of 
every city in the state where this bank 
stock was held, appeared in the case, 
which was vigorously contested through- 
out the day. 

In rendering his decision, Judge Spence 
held that all stockholders who had sold 
thelr stock prior to January 20, 13, 
the date of the bank's failure, were not 
liable for the indebtedness of the bank, 
Only those who were actually stockhold- 
ers at that date could thus be held lia- 
able.for debts of the defunct bank. It 
was further held that the judgment ob- 
tained heretofore by creditors against 
the old bank of Americus was not a good 
judgment against the 
forth fully their claim, just as though 
it had never been sued. 

The effect of this is that as the suit 
against the stockholders was not filed 
‘unti] ten years after the receivership of 
the old bank, nearly all the claims are 
barred. If this ruling is held good by 
the supreme court there will be very 
few debts in date for which any stock- 
holderg could be held liable. 

The case is the most importa heard 
here in years or a large sum, possibly 
a hundred thousand dollars, was in- 
volved.

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HOW RUSSIA FORFEITED 
SYMPATHY OF AMERICA 


DITOR CONSTITUTION: The 
S massacre of the Jews by the Rus- 

sians in Kisheneff in May, 1903, 
and the subsequent refusal on the part 
of the Russian government to even re- 
ceive a petition from the leading men of 
America and of the world on behalf of 
that people, which petition lies to this 


Russia’s barbarity, has, I believe done 
more than anything else to’ open the 
eyes of the Americans to Russia's true 
condition, and has alienated more than 
all else any sympathy they might have 
had in Russia’s continued defeats and 
disasters in her unjust war in the east. 

For a long time, through bluff and 
Russian diplomacy, that country domi- 
nated and apparently prospered. Retri- 
butive justice is sometimes slow to 
overtake Individuals as well as nations. 
Escape is, however, impossible, and Rus- 
sia is only reaping what it had sown; 
the harvest is a true whirlwind. It is 
in order to form some connection in 
the great tragedy of the Russian nation 
that the following editorial is translated. 
Haman ‘thought he would destroy the 
whole Jewish race, and perished in the 
attempt; others, beside the ambitious 
Persian have tried it, they have all 
perished, and the Jews are still here; 
nations may also learn useful lessons 
from the history of the people of Israel. 

The Grand Duke Vladimir, the butcher 
of St. Petersburg, has recently called 
together the representatives of the Amer- 
ican papers, and poured out his heart to 
them. He closed his earnest speech to 
them fn the following language: 

“I ask particularly, why does Amer- 
ica continue to misunderstand us and 
to entertain such unfriendly feelings to- 
ward us? For the last hundred years 
our countries have maintained the 
friendliest feelings toward each other, 
and Russia has been the friend of Amer- 
ica when that country was in need of a 
friend. I remember the tlme when 
America cordially reciprocated that feel- 
ing. Why is it now so changed? Wherein 
has Russia sinned? And what has Rus- 
sia done to America?” 

This man would know how it al] hap- 
pened, let the following editorial which 
appeared in The Jewish Gazette on the 
i2th of May, 1903, afford some explana- 
tion. It is translated from the Yiddish 
as follows: 

“LET THE WORLD AWAKE! 

“Ye children of the house of Israel, 
we have found an effective weapon 
against our enemies. It is our duty to 
make use of it and not let it rust. 

*‘We have discovered that the Cossack 
has a sense of shame! Policy requires 


| that the world shall not know to what 


an extent of barbarity Russia ts capable 
of. Russia {fs especially anxious that 
the world shall not knog her as she 
really is. Now, let us oppose this wish 
of the Russian government, and let us 
expose her evil deeds before the whole 
world; let us bring before the Ngh¢ of 
day her cold-blooded murders, outraging 
the sense of humanity; let us tell of the 
present Outbreak to all the corners of 
the world, and so shall the whole unl- 
verse know of Russia’s atrocities. 

“We, Jews, are without an army, we 
do- not possess the power of an estab- 
lished people, therefore we can only 
make our power felt through publicity. 
Our people are everywhere—in every cor- 
ner uf the earth—and if we cannot do

anything else, we can talk, we can write§ 
we have access to newspapers and w®@ 
can mfluence editors.

“Let every one appoint himself a com- 
mittee of one, let every Jew consider 
himself an agent for his people and let 
every one proclaim aloud the horribie 
deeds of the Jewish massacre, of Kish- 
eneff until Russia is branded as with 
the mark of the first murderer, Cain. 

“Jews, everywhere, arouse the whole 
world, and let the dark deeds of Russia 
be exposed! 

“Publicity has in our days become a 
mighty weapon. This weapon we pos- 
sess, and we must employ it against 
Russia until] the whole world shall be 
awake, and these last deeds of the czar’s 
kingdom will explain those that have 
gone before. 

“Publicity will do mue¢h for us. It will 
thrill men with horror for a country 
that consumes her inhabitants and 
bathes herself in the blood of women 
and children. Russia must stand alone. 
and they who form alliances with &er 
shall know that they are forming al- 
liances with cannibals. Arouse the 
world, Let them see the horrible deeds 
of Russia! 

“The Jewish Gazette has for the last 
two weeks done its share to publish to 
the world the disgraceful deeds of dark 
Russia; the American press has not 
shown the interest it should have mani- 
fested in this matter. Superficial facts 
only were published, scarcely any of the 
papers taking the trouble to investigate 
the cause of that horrible bloodshed. 
We, however, have realized the im- 
portance of obtaining the facts and to 
scatter over the land -a cable dispatch 
which has been surreptitiously obtained 
for us, and in order to further increase 
the interest of the American people and 
of the American press we have sought 
out and published letters direct from 
Kisheneff, and by means of active Zion- 
ists and their leaders, we were able to 
bring to light, in the most public man- 
ner the inhumanities and the murderous 
nature of the Russians in this their last 
attack on an inoffensive people. We are 
glad that our labor has not been in 
vain. For the last few days the Enz- 
lish and American papers have been 
full of the deeds of Kisheneff. and the 
pecple are beginning to find out what 
Russia really is. 

“Wake the world! Let everybody know 
Russia. Wherever your lot is cast, tell 
how Russia is treating the Jews. 

“If you can write, tel] it in the news- 
papers of your community. If you ad- 


vertise, ask the editors of your patron- 
| izing organs to publish the facts. 

“The whole world must know them, 
| and The Jewish Gazette calls on all Jews 
in America and abroad to take hold of 
this weapon of publicity, and let this 
latest of Russia’s inhumanity and qaassa- 
cre be @dvertised to the whole universe.

Hundreds of farmers and their 
wives assembled in the gymnasium of the 
Collis P. Huntington Memorial building 
at 10 o’cilock. 

Principal Booker T. Washington, of 
the Tuskegee institute, who presides at 
al} these sessions, made an address. 

Following the address a discussion was 
conducted on the general subject of the 
ownership of land: (a) importance of 
ownership to community and to individ- 
uak; (b) fenting, leasing and owning 
compared; (c) raising home supplies as 
an aid to saving; (4) household industries | 
for women and girls—jelly making , quilt- 
ing, basket making; (€) selection of | 
horses, mules, cows and hogs; (f) raising 
@nd care of live nego (g) kinds and 
uses of fertilizers; (h) selection of seeds; 
(i) better _sonrogdmnii ment of poll taxes, 
voluntary local taxation, schoo] gardens, | 
etc.; (j) better churches—insistence upon | 
minister interesting himself in the ma- 
terial and moral, as well as theological , 
condition, of the community; church col- | 
lections for the school.

QUALITY OF SHOES. 


—— 


One of the results of the apprecia- 
tion in the price of shoes by reason 
of the enhanced cost of making them 
is, that some buyers positively decline 
to pay any advanced prices and as an 
alternative have agreed to accept a de- 
preciated standard of quality. This is 
the result of the indefensible custom 
which has prevailed during the past 
few years of making and selling a shoe 
at a fixed price. In other word the 
shoe manufacturer has had little voice 
in naming the price, but has been con- 
strained to accept a fixed price named 
by the buyer and build the best shoe 
he could for the money. 

It must be patent to every intelli- 
gent merchant that with the ever-vary- 
ing conditions of the leather market 
shoes at a fixed price must vary in 
quality and there can be no inflexible 
The skill of 
the shoe workers, aided by up-to-date 
shoe machinery, can produce shoes 
where one is the exact counterpart of 
another as far as style and general ap- 
pearance, and the manufacturer of these 
shoes, who has established a good rep- 
utation for making a solid, service- 
able and meritorious shoe, giving a 
full equivalent for the money, is, from 
a purely business standpoint, averse to 
lowering the standard of quality. If 
he has used a solid grain counter, a 
flexible or rough split insole, and a 
standard grade of upper and outsole, 
the unwillingness of buyers to assent 
to an advance equivalent to the actual 
cost of maintaining this standard must 
cause the manufacturer to resort to a 
moulded counter, pasted stock insole, 
and reduce the grade of the upper 
stock. This makes an inferior shoe, 
which shows only in the wear. 

Every shoe manufacturer 
salesmen know full well the obstacles 
to be overcome when they endeavor 
to sell a standard, honest shoe at an 
advance of a few cents, against a shoe 
that has had the equivalent taken out 
of it. ‘lo the credit of the trade, how- 
ever, the majority of shoe traders are 
good merchants, and while it is purely 
a matter of business with them to pur- 
chase their shoes where they can ob- 
tain the best value for their money, 
when it resolves itself down to the 
question of paying a little higher price 
ond maintaining the quality, or buy- 
ing a depreciated shoe at the old price, 
they do not hesitate to accept the bet- 
ter shoe, and the advance ranging from 
5 to 15 cents per pair has been paid 
by a great many wholesalers with the 
positive assurance that the standard 
quality of the shoes they purchased 
will suffer no deterioration. The old 
argument that the wholesalers, having 
established a -fixed price, cannot under 
any circumstances deviate from it, is 
still in evidence, and the persistency 
with which some wholesalers adhere 
to the fallacy is worthy of a better 
cause. If this policy is legitimate, and 
defensible, in the selling of shoes, why 
does it not hold good in hides, skins, 
leather and every material that goes 
into a shoe; why does it not apply 
to the necessaries of life as well if it 
is a defensible policy? Medium and 
low priced shoes have already been de- 
preciated to an extent that to take 
anything more out of them should be 
deserving of severe censpre.

Washington, February 22.—In accord- 
ance with long established custom of the 
day the senate in beginning its proceed- 
ings today read Washirfgton’s farewell

Consideration of the bill for the gov- 
ernment of the Panama canal zone was 
resumed. Mr. Morgan took exception to 
some of the provisions of the bill, among 
them the one authorizing the deposjt of 
$1,500,000 to facilitate work on the canal. 
He saw no necessity, he said, for employ- 
ing a bank for that service. He consid- 
ered the provision as in the interest of 
some favorite bank. 

Mr. Kittridge said the provision was in- 
tended only to facilitate work on the 
canal, and avoid asking favors from the 
banks when funds were needed. 

Gorman Favors Provision. 

Mr. Gorman explained that the provis- 

fon was a matter of convenience. He did 


not doubt that the selected ‘bank would 


be benefited, but he did not believe there 
neal be any danger of loss. Mr. Gor- 
man also spoke of the acquisition of the 
Panama railroad, saying that while he 
did rot believe in the principle ef gov- 
ernment ownership he was prepared to 
defend the acqufsition of this road, be- 
Cause it was necessary to the construc- 
tion of the canal. 

Mr. Bailey acquiesced in the opinion 
that the acquisition of the road was in 
accord with sound business principles. 

Mr. Patterson expressed his opinion on 
the subject of governmental ownership, 
sayive that he dig not regard such own- 
ership as an unmixed evil. He favored 
the acquisition of the Panama road, as it 
would enable the government to demon- 
strate the effect of national control in 
such business. 

Continuing, Mr. Patterson said that to 
call President Roosevelt the student of 
Mr. Bryan was an injustice, for he be- 
lieved both had taken their lessons from 
the same source. He eulogized the presi- 
dent for his attitude, saying that he had 
done more to check unwise agitation than 
all the railroad officials and their sup- 
porters had been or would be able to 
accomplish. ‘ 

He hoped the president would pursue 
the policy entered upon and he believed 
that government ownership must come, 
unless the power to fix and maintain 
rates is conceded, ‘‘because,’’ he added, 
‘as a distinguished gentleman outside of 
this chamber has said, the people of this 
country have made up their minds that if 
the railroads do not go out of the govern- 
ment business the government will go into 
the raifoad business.”
